She decided to leave the country 
shortly afterward, said a friend who’s a 
leader in the campus student Muslim 
association. 

Her brother tried to leave with her, 
but was detained in Atlanta because the 
siblings’ last name matched that of one 
of the Middle Eastern men who 
hijacked and crashed U/S. airliners on 
Sept. 11.

“We're fecling a lot of pain from many different sides 
right now,” Salam said. 

“We're really sad about those people who lost their lives, 
we’re really hurt about the attack on America, and we're 
really hurt that people who claim our faith did this,” she said. 
“They brought our faith down.” 

But Salam said Muslims are equally hurt that all 
Muslims are being looked upon as complicit in the hijacked 
plane attacks. 

Since the attacks, the Saudi government said it has 
offered each of its citizens in the United States a plane ticket 
home. 

For students who are in the United States on government 
scholarships, Saudi Arabia will fly the students home and 
continue to pay them stipends for three months, an embassy 
spokesman in Washington said. 

The students could later be flown back to the United 
States to continue their education in the same, or different, 
universities. 

“We issued a notice to students in the U.S. to be 
cautious,” said a Saudi Arabian embassy spokesman who 
asked that his name not be used because of security concerns. 

The embassy official said 400 of the 5,500 Saudi 
nationals in America have asked to be returned home since 
Sept. 11. 

The embassy spokesman wouldn’t comment on whether 
the former student from USC was being held by the FBI. But 
he said his country is providing legal counsel to Saudi 
detainees. 

“In most cases, we are being contacted by families back 
in Saudi Arabia who only know what they see on cable,” the 
spokesman said. “We don’t want them to be in anxiety over 
their children at this time.” 

Maj. Eric Grabski of the USC Police Department said no 
arrests have been made in the Sept. 12 complaint. But the case 
is under investigation, he said. @

Hoeger’s in-

A child growing up in Southern 
California will have opportunities that 
children living elsewhere may only dream 
about. Some SoCal kids, like young John 
Conner of Terminator 2, have personal robot 
bodyguards. Others learn karate from their 
friendly apartment handyman, like Daniel 
LaRusso in The Karate Kid. UNO professor 
Mark Hoeger rode his bike onto World War 
1] battlegrounds. 

Displaced from Southern California, 
Hoeger now fills most of his time teaching 
students the fine art of appreciating films or 
‘producing local movies. 

“My course is largely about how to read 
the text of a film,” Hoeger says. “The 
methodology that f teach is applicable to any 
film, good or bad.” 

Hoeger teaches a course on film history 
and appreciation to a class of more than 130 
students. 

“Ten to 15 percent of the kids are 
interested in movies as a career, then there is 
a block that are just generally interested in 
the course to fill a humanities credit,” 
Hoeger says. 

Film history and appreciation isn’t as 
scary as some other classes that will fill the 
same space on your transcript. 

“People feel comfortable with the genre 
of films. You can take the same set of skills 
to analyze a film and use it for any other art 
form, because film is in fact art,” Hoeger 
says. 

Of course, there was a time when 
Hoeger didn’t make movies and didn’t speak 
to students about how to look at them 
critically. 

“When I was a kid, | grew up in 
Southern California. One of my favorite TV 
shows was Combat!, a serious World War II 
drama,” Hoeger says. “Whenever they 
needed external shots that doubled for 
France, they shot at vineyards about two 
miles from my house. I remember being 
enamored with the fact that this thing on TV 
was made by people.” 

Hoeger sometimes found time between 
trips to the vineyard to watch TV and go to 
the movies too. His favorites covered many 
genres. 

“Mary Poppins was a great movie,” 
Hoeger says. ‘‘The scariest movie I ever saw 
as a boy was The /nvisible Boy and the first

“Because of the recent 
tragedies, we will be handling the 
development of the project with the utmost 
sensitivity,” said Matthew Hiltzik, a Miramax 
spokesman.

COURTROOM DRAMAS 

Actor Richard T. Jones is suing to get out 
of his job on CBS's Judging Amy. The 
defendant is the series’ producer, Twentieth 
Century Fox Television. Jones plays court 
services officer Bruce Van Exel on the drama. 
According to the suit, Fox has failed to 
develop and expand his character as agreed 
and has required him to work long days and 
during lunch. The studio also broke its 
promise to accommodate movie roles that 
came to Jones while the series was being 
filmed, the suit alleges, Fox assured Jones 
that he could be written out of the show if he 
became unhappy. his lawyer, Martin D, 
Singer, said. No damages are being sought in 
the suit, although Jones wants Fox to pay for 
the cost of the filing and attorney fees. 
Twentieth Century Fox Television had not 
sven a copy of the suit and had no comment, 
a spokesman said. 

Actress/model Rebecca Gayheart, 28, 
could face jail time for a June accident in 
which she hit and killed a young boy. The Los 
Angeles City Attorney’s Office confirmed 
that it was moving forward with a 
misdemeanor vehicular manslaughter charge 
against the onetime Beverly Hills, 90210 
princess and Noxzema Girl. Arraignment is 
scheduled for Oct. 22. The charge carries up 
to a year in county jail, a $1,000 fine, and a 
one-year license suspension. Gayheart was 
cruising through Hollywood on June 13 in a 
friend’s Jeep Grand Cherokee when she 
struck 9-year-old Jorge Cruz Jr. as he crossed 
a street. Several cars had stopped to let him 
go, but Gayheart allegedly swerved around 
the traffic and into a two-way left-turn lane, 
failing to see the boy. His parents, Jorge Cruz 
and Silvia Martinez, filed a wrongful-death 
lawsuit Aug. 6 against Gayheart, citing 
negligence in her driving. Gayheart, who paid

Test show that 
large quantities of PCB’s and pesticides 
are being released into the atmosphere 
through a process called volatilization.

Being able to communicate with people 
who are excited about the J. Doe Project and 
having kids tell her Unification was their 
favorite had been rewarding aspects of her 
involvement in the project, Brown said.

Even though Brown’s Unification was 
blessed by not being run over by a random 
vehicle and was able to stand confidently in 
the water downtown on The Mall, Unification 
did have its share of visitors. 

Brown remembers her encounter with a 
homeless man who approached her while she 
was fixing cracks on Unification, He kept 
pointing to the feet of her J. Doe. It seems that 
as people had been tossing wishing-change to 
Unification, the man had been collecting the 
coins, which gave an explanation for why the 
coins accumulated but always seemed to 
disappear. How apropos this meeting was 
considering Brown intended her Doe to 
communicate interconnectedness of the 
viewers. 

The project as a whole allowed artists to 
experiment with different techniques and 
grow as creative individuals, as well as an 
artistic community. 

“It’s the first time I’ve had to propose 
something and see it through to its finish,” 
Brown said. “In your mind, it’s easy to see it 
as this cool thing but there were practical 
problems that had to be worked out.” 

There may have been problems, but they 
were definitely solved. As Unification was 
introduced for bidding, it was welcomed with 
applause by the eager audience. 

Brown extends a big thank you to 
everyone who supported the J. Doe Project. 

“It was definitely so much fun to be part 
of a larger group,” Brown said. “You 
eventually learn that it’s really all a smal! drop 
of water in a big pond.” @

“There’s no actual sex, but

said in reference to the Millenium 
Theatre’s upcoming production of 
The Rocky Horror Show. 

It’s been 12 years since the rock 
musical/cult classic has been 
performed in Omaha, but it’s back 
with a vengeance, having nearly sold 
out several nights even before the 
tickets officially went on sale. 

The script for Stages of 
Omaha’s version of Rocky Horror is 
almost exactly that of its cinematic 
partner, The Rocky Horror Picture 
Show, with the exception of an extra 
song. However, the setting has been 
transferred into the present, 
abandoning its retro threads. 

“We've updated it to more of a 
Marilyn Manson type show than a 
‘70s glitter and glamour,” director 
Jerry Ditter says. 

A special show requires a 
special cast. To find such talent 
meant requiring the 35 people who 
auditioned for the 15 roles to sing 
two contrasting pieces and do several 
cold readings. 

“It’s a lot of improv when you 
do cold readings because you don’t 
get the direction of it,” Nelson says 
“You have the words on the page, but 
you can really just do what you want, 
and that’s really what leaves the 
impression on a person is being as 


flamboyant and out there as you 
possibly can.” 

Those auditioning were also 
judged on their physicality because 
Ditter wanted only the most extreme 
of body types. 

“We made sure they physically 
looked different than 
most people would 
cast,” Ditter explains. 
“I’m not going to call 
my cast freaks, but 
they have something 
different about them. 
They're quirky and 
they’re very sexual. 
They’re very open 
and you have to be 
with this show. No prudes with this 
one.” 

The first week of the tive-week- 
long rehearsal schedule was spent 
doing trust exercises and learning 
how to be sexual without harassing. 

“There’s a fine line between 
acting and being sensual rather than 
being just nasty,” Nelson says. “I 
think everyone’s got a really firm 
grip on that. You get the apologies 
out of the way at the beginning. It’s 
like, ‘Okay, we’re gonna grab 
breasts, we're gonna grab crotches.’” 

After becoming comfortable 
enough to touch each other all over, 
the cast did a read-through and began 
to block. Because the set is so 
intricate and there is such a large cast 
on a small stage, the blocking 
became very technical.

Head coach Pat Behrns’ team is coming 
off yet another come-from-behind win, this 
time 29-27 over Northern Colorado. 

MSU opened their season with three 
straight losses, but has since won two 
consecutive games. The Minnesota 
Mavericks downed New Haven (Conn.) 14- 
13 last week. 

Quarterback duties for head coach Dan 
Runkle’s MSU. Mavericks are shared 
between Andrew Shea and redshirt freshman 
Evin Baylis. Andrew has seen most of the 
action. The 6-foot-1, [95-pound junior is 50- 
104-3 for 636 yards and three touchdowns. 
Baylis is 21-51-2 for 240 yards and one 
score. 

MSU does have an excellent receiver in 
junior Dan Weldon. In five games. this 
season, Weldon has already pulled in 34 
catches for 401 yards and three touchdowns. 

Running the ball for the “other” Mavs 
are sophomore Bobby Ruffin and junior Arlin 
Slayton. Ruffin (472 yards rushing, 4 TDs) 
has done the most damage. 

Kicking the ball is junior Paul Barenz. 


He’s had an up-and-down year, hitting 3-6 
field goals and 8-9 PATs. 

Defensively, MSU looks to redshirt 
freshman Charles Chaney, sophomore Jared 
Ziemke and junior Andrew Tippins to stop 
the opponents’ offense. 

Chaney and Ziemke lead the team with 
34 tackles each. Chaney has recorded three 
sacks. Ziemke has intercepted three passes. 

Tippins has 31 tackles to his credit, 
including 13 for loss. He leads the team with 
5.5 sacks. 

Both UNO quarterbacks, Seth Turman 
and Trey Guidry, are slated to see action 
Saturday. Turman, the senior, has 
demonstrated late game leadership skills to 
put the Mavs in place to win their games. He 
also leads the team with six rushing 
touchdowns. 

Guidry, the sophomore, has been more 
effective at times moving the team down 
field. Neither has been able to develop a 
strong passing attack, 

Despite the fact UNO has won the last 
four meetings between the two teams, MSU 
holds the overall lead 10-9. 

UNO defeated MSU 31-10 last year in 
Mankato, racking up 415 yards in total 
offense. 

The UNO Mavs will be able to rest up 
afier this game. They take a week off before 
traveling to Grand Forks to take on North 
Dakvia Uct. 20. @

The UNO volleyball team will travel to 
North Dakota State for a match against the 
NDSU Bison on Fri., Oct. 5, at 7 p.m. North 
Dakota State is currently 5-1 in the North 
Central Conference and 16-3 overall. Before 
the Oct. 2 AVCA poll was released, the Bison 
were ranked seventh in the D-H nation. 
NDSU has been bumped down a position by 
Metro State and is now ranked eighth in the 
AVCA. However, the Bison stl remain the 
top team in the NCC. 

The Mavs wor tend the trip there. UNO 
will face the North Dakota Fighting Sioux on 
Sat, Oct 6. at 7 pam. North Dakota is 
currently 3-4 in the NCC and 15-6 overall. 

The UNO Mavs are I-4 in the North 
Central Conference and 2-11 overall. 
However, UNO leads the all-time series with 
NDSU 36-28, including a pair of wins over 
the Bison last season. Unfortunately, the 
UNO volleyball team is on a three-mateh 
losing streak. Without All-American Nikki 
Mastny, who was a large part in the Mays’ 
Wins against NDSU last season, the Mavs 
will likely have a hard time pulling out with a 
Victory. 

While the majority of the Mavs are 


freshmen, the seniors run the show for 
NDSU. Senior Rachael Schmieg leads the 
Bison with 3.28 kills per game and 3.38 digs 
per game. Schmieg received the NCC player 
of the week award for the week of September 
17. Senior setter Kathleen Hegg leads the 
squad with 7.10 assists per game and has a 
total of 39 service aces for the season. 

Some advantages North Dakota has over 
UNO include their higher ranking in the NCC 
and the more experienced players on their 
roster, The upperclassmen athletes also run 
the show for North Dakota. Junior Kite 
Cahill leads UND with 3.29 kills per game. 
Cahill is also second on the tean: in blocking, 
Sophomore Liza Sorteberg leads North 
Dakota with 2.96 digs per game. 

Freshman Jenny Rankin and junior
